Persons who are not 
accustomed to exposure to the sun and 
individuals who have light hair and 
light skins should make tho first ex­ 
posure to the sun of short d u ratio n - 
ten or fifteen minutes. 
Longer ex­ 
posures are likely to produce sunburn. 
No particular harm is done by sunburn 
excepting the inconvenience occasioned 
by it. 
The pigmentation of the skin 
induct'd by sunburn protects the skin 
from further injury. 
The body may bo exposed either in 
the open air or before a window*. When 
the sun’s rays are so intense that the 
heat is depressing the heat rays may 
he filtered out by means of a blue 
screen placed between the patient and 
the sun. 
A fter the sun hath a cold plunge, a 
cold shower, a cold towel rub or a wet 
sheet rub sli mid bo adm inistered to 
tone the skin and the nerves. 
In the summer tim e in a Lot climate 
the sun bath may he very conveniently 
taken in an outdoor gymnasium.

sand pile furnishes a most appropri­ 
ate couclt, as the heat which it accu­ 
mulates may be utilized as an aid to 
induce perspiration when this is de­ 
sired. 
Every homo should he provided with 
a convenient place for taking the out­ 
door sun bath in the summer time nnd 
sun bath indoors during the cold sea­ 
son.
